druggists to whom any public 
carrier may deliver such goods 
in unbroken picksges in quanti 
y not to exceed five gallons at 
iny one time ” The question 
na urally arises why is the doc 
tor permitted to receive liquor if 
he is forbidden to dispose of it 
in anyway.
